Claims 3,6 \3, 7\3. 8\3, and 9\3 are rejected under 35 (JSC 102 (a) as being anticipated 
by Brown for the specific reasons set forth in the previous office action (3-31 - 05). 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 USC 103 (a) as being anticipated by Brown for 
the reasons noted in the previous office action (3 - 31 - 05). 

Applicant has argued that Brown does not show a repolarization circuit since the drive 
voltage and the bias voltage are both provided in the same direction in Brown. Firstly, 
the language of applicants claims does not preclude a same direction for the repolling 
voltage. That is to say the claims do not stay to that the drive voltage and repolling 
voltage are applied in opposite directions. Secondly, a look at to figures 8( a) hand 9 
shows an alternating voltage driving over top of the DC bias voltage which means that 
at least for part of the cycle the drive voltage and repolling voltage hope (bias voltage) 
are applied in opposite directions. It is further noted that the polling takes place not only 
due to drive voltage is in a direction opposite the polling direction but also due to such 
factors as ageing and hystereais. Thus although Brown does not referrer to his DC bias 
with the term repolarization voltage this is exactly its actual function. 

Claimsl, 2, 10, 12 and 14 - 25 are allowed. Claim 4 and its dependence are objected 
to for depending from a rejected claim but would be allowable if we written in 
independent forum
